ROOSEVELT PLANS 
SHAKEUP IN NAVY? 


President Calls Meeting Which 
May Bring Greater Dis- 
turbance than Reu- 
terdahl Tangle. 


TIRES OF BUREAU FUSSES. 


Demand for Facts Regarding the 
Construction of Two Pro- 
posed Battleships Seat 
of Trouble. 


Washington, D. C., July 19.—[Special.J— 
Prospects are bright for a row in the navy 
department that will make the Reuterdahl- 
Capps-Converse upheaval of this spring ap- 
pear tame. The disturbance is expected on 
Wednesday, when the president and a dis- 
tinguished gathering of naval officers will 
meet at the navy war college at Newport. 

Criticiam of the construction of the new 
batticship North Dakota will be the leading 
subject for discussion, and the president is 
determined to get to the bottom of the matter. 

The frequéncy with which criticisms of 
thé vessels of the United States fleets have 
been made of late has aroused Mr. Roose- 
velt. 

The greatest precautions are being taken to 
keep the public in ignorance of the discus- 
sion. Armed sentries will surround the war 
college during the conference, and none will 
be permitted to pass. In this way it is hoped 
to avold the publicity that followed the at- 
tacks on Rear Admirals Capps and Converse, 
who replied openly to the criticism of Henry 
Reuterdahl, the marine artist. 


Many Chiefs Are Summoned. 

Practically all the chiefs of the naval bu- 
reaus and several of the officérs on the re- 
tired ligt have been summoned to attend the 
meeting. Among them are Rear Admirals 
Casper Goodrich, William S. Cowles, A. R. 
Couden, Williath Swift, K. H. C. Lutse, and 
Royal R. Ingersoll; Capts, Aaron Ward, 
Nathan E. Niles, and Charles J. Badger; 
Naval Constructors, David W. Taylor and 
Richard H. Robinson, Commanders William 
. Sims and Albert L. Key, Lieutenant Com- 
manders Clarence F. Williams and Arthur 
L. Willard, and Lieut. P. W. Foote. 

The first topic to be taken up and the real 
cause for the calling of the conference is 
the report of Commander Key to the presi- 
dent, in which he made sweeping criticisms 
of the battleship North Dakota, a sister ship 
of the Delaware. 

These criticisms have been kept @ pro- 
fourd sécrét. Few, if any, naval officers 
have: been taken into the president's confi- 
detice. Laks ta 

President Insists on Facts. 

The plans for the North Dakota and Dela- 
ware were drawn some time ago and sub- 
mitted to the Fifty-ninth congress for ap- 
proval. It was on these plans in a general 
way that the session just adjourned appropri- 
ated funds for the construction of the new 
battleships Florida and Utah. 

It is Mr. Roosevelt’s intention, however, to 
have the two new ships as powerful and as 
efficient as they can be made. If they are to 
be bullt along the same general lines of the 
North Dakota and Delaware, he will insist 
on knowihg whether they are recognized as 
first class. If there ie any difference of opin- 
ion hé wahts to know it. 

While Commander Key's report has not 
been given out by the president, it is accepted 
that ohe of the chief criticisme made 
relates to the armament. The manner in 
which the ten heavy twelve inch guns were 
mounted was a matter of discussion at the 
time the plans were drawn, but the bureau of 


‘ordnance declined to permit any interference. 


Bureau Squabbies Stir President. 

The bickering among the various bureaus 
of the havy has beén a source of irritation 
to President Roosevelt. Only a short time 
ago the domination of the bureaucrats de- 
came 80 great that an official order had to 
be issued diplomatically calling their at- 
tention to the fact that the secretary of the 
navy was chief in command of naval affairs. 
This order was given out from Secretary 
Metcalf’s office, but it was Inspired by the 
president. 

The bureaucratic system is indorsed by the 
president as the best method of eonducting 
the affairs of the navy, but it has bee 
abused. ; 

It would surprise no one if Mr. Roosevelt 
abolished the present naval board on con- 
struction and substituted for it a board on 
design with a wholly different membership. 
There is no doubt that this plan would meet 
with the most violent opposition from infiu- 
ential quarters, both within and without the 
service. 


Shakeup Will Bring Row. 

In anticipation of the meeting the staff of 
the war college already has taken up the 
question of designs for future battleships. 
These will be considered at the coming meet- 
ing. 

In the opinion of naval officers stationed 
here there is every prospect for the greatest 
row in years in the department. It may 
mean the deposition of several of the older 
officers who have run affairs practically at 
their own will for many years. 

A these officers have friends in high places 
the sewing of the presidential big stick ”’ 
probably will be followed by a storm of pro- 
test in which the entire naval squabbie may 
take on the proportions of a scandal.

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Physicians Declare War on the 
Causes of High Death Rate. 


SAY ‘EDUCATE THE MOTHERS’ 


Health Department Starts Out Seven- 
ty-five Doctors Today. 


This morning the city health department 
will begin a systematic warfare on the 
causes of the high death rate among infants 
in Chicago. 

In the week just passed there were 161 
deaths of children under 1 year old, as com- 
pared with the record of 111 for the corre- 
sponding week of last year. The weekly 
health bulletin, issued last night, says re- 
garding this increase in rate: 

Much of Chicago's increased infant mor- 
tality rates of the last few years is due to 
the increased Slavic population. Our im- 
mediate efforts to further reduce the death 
rate among babies must therefore be éspe- 
clally directed to the education of the Slay 
mother in the care of her young.“ 

The city council last week provided a pe- 
cial fund of $10,000 for the hot weather care 
of children, and accordingly seventy-five 
physicians will be placed in the field this 
morning. 

Assignments of Physicians. 

„They will de assigned,“ says the Bul- 
letin, to those parts of the city in which 
during 1907 there was an infant death rate 
of over 7 per 1,000 living. The number of 
visitors assigned to each district is based 
on the death rate among children during 
1907. The Fifth sanitary district (along the 
west bank of the gouth branch) will have 
thirty-four inspectors; the Fifteenth dis- 
trict (around the mouth of the Calumet 
river) will have six. 

These visitors will call at every home on 
the streets designated and tell the parents 
what to feed the babies and how to care for

The department is not pesésiniistic. It 
points to its record during the twelve years 
beginning with 1895, and shows in those

“Bducate Mothers.”—Bulletin. . 


Among the agencies that it credits with 
this reduction in the mortality of babies art: 


(a) Education of the mother in care of the 


baby, especially during hot weather. 

(bd) Open air sanitariume for the care of 
babies. 

(e) Improved milk supply. 

(a) Improved water supply. 

(e) Antitoxin treatment of diphtheria 

(t) More efficient quarantine of cottagions 
diseases. 

The lion's share of the credit is given to 
the first mentioned influence, and it is with 
this work that the seventy-five emergency 
inspectors will be mainly concerned. 

The milk inspectors also are engaged in 
this fight on infant mortality. “The milk 
inspectors,” says the bulletin, “have been 
assigned to special work in those portions of 
their respective districts in which the high- 
est infantile death rate is shown by the 
spot maps of the department. They are 
making a thorough sanitary inspection of all 
milk depets and stores handling milk located

Deaths from All Causes. , 

The total deaths from all causes and of all 
ages during the week numbered 626, as 
against 500 for the same week of 1907. Four 
deaths from sunstroke were reported. Only 
two deaths from tetanus have been reported 
since July 1, neither of which was due to 
Fourth of July injuries. Last year during 
the same period there were seven deaths 
from tetanus, three being due to injuries in- 
cident to the celebration of Independence 
day. 

The contagious disease mortality during 
the week was the lowest recorded in many

Restaurants Are Losing Money. 

What can be done to boost the chop suey 
business?’ was the keynote of Gee Lung 
remarks. He has been engaged in the chop 
suey trade ten years, he said, and the pres- 
ent season is the worst he has experienced. 

“Chop suey places are closing up all over 
town,” said Gee Lung, “ and it is time some 
thing was done to put a stop to the way our 
business is going backward. There are not 
more than ten chop suéy places in Chicago 
that are making expenses. What is the 
matter? Are we not giving as good a quality 
of chop suey as we used to? 

Are the people becoming tired of Chinese 
cooking, or is there a conspiracy of Amer- 
jean restaurant keepers to put us out of 
business? 

“We are confronted with a condition that 
threatens the life of chop suey unless quick 
action ig taken.

A complete list of labor candidates will 
be made up and indorsements voted at a 
meeting next Sunday night, the report stat- 
ed, when the presidents and secretaries of 
all labor unions in Cook county will be pres- 


ent.

Mr. Taft is not like- 
ly to play the demagogue on this or any other 
question. His habits of thought are always 
judicial. He has in his speeches explicitly 
recognized the principle that a labor union is 
as legal as a railroad or industria! corpora- 
tion, but no more so. 


Will Not Bid for Votes. 


The letter or speech of acceptance. for it is 
both, is not likely to be a bid for votes.

Dr. Wiley, Uncle Sam's chemistry expert, 
may get as excitedas he pleases and frighten 
Washington people with his bugs in mugs ” 
theory, but Chicagoans have little occasion 
for alarm, because our own ex bacteriolo- 
gist, Dr. Joseph Favil Biehn, laughs and 
calls the Wiley notion “bunk.” He doesn’t 
use the latter word because it isn't scientific, 
but he employs its equivalent. 

And the dealers in deformed' and chipped 
chinaware, which ig sold as seconds, may 
continue finding a market for their goods 
in Chicago even if the Washington restau- 
rant keepers are forced to throw that sort of 
stuff away. Chicagoans may even consider 
themselves fortunate, for they are assured 
of a continuance of the “ popular priced 10 
cent meal, while Washingtonians may be 
forced to pay the cost of a constantly new 
supply of dishes. : 

Dr. Biehn believes that if the general health 
and laws of cleanliness are properly observed 
there is little danger from infections of any 
sort from either cracked or whole dishes, 
and says he never in all his experience heard 
of any one becoming afflicted with appendi- 
citis through being infected from the bacillus 
coli out of the crackes of dishes, as Dr. Wiley 
states. 


“Use Scalding Water“ —Biehn. 


Use scalding water in cleansing dishes 
and glasses and there is no danger,” advises 
Dr. Biehn, and the restaurant and saloon 
keepers of Chicago believe it, and say they 
use the boiling fluid. A quick run about the 
loop district disclosed the fact that practi- 
cally every restaurant keeper used chipped 
or cracked dishes, and there are indications 
that the third, fourth, and fifth rate places 
buy them that way, and still there are no 
records of death from bacilli gathered from 
that source. 

Then, too, there are saloons along the State 
street levee and South Clark street where 
the habitues of the 10 cent lodging houses 
eat at the cost of a glass of beer, whose 
dishes might be covered with bacilli, but no- 


because it is a question whether the bacilli 
or the particular brand of liquid refreshments 
served there first lays the victim low. 

But there is little danger of receiving the 
infection in the “restaurant” of Andy 
Craig's Tivoli garden at 388 State street, be- 
cause those dishes don’t get a chance to break 
or chip. They are not u often and there 
is an impression that they are cleansed with 
a feather Guster. That appears to be gun 
cient, in view of the fact that they are there 
principally for show purposes. And in 
„ Hinky Dink’s sud house! Those tub 
grabbers would be glad for the opportunity 
of infection. 


Calls Warning “Far Petehed.” 


IJ am opposed to spreading alarm over this 
question when there are more problems of 
real moment that should have attention,’’ 
said Dr. Biehn. ‘ Somebody is trying to 
,create a sensation—making a mountain out of 
a mole hill. Let him turn his attention 
to the flies. I never heard of a death from 
appendicitis gathered in the manner Dr. 
Wiley refers to, and I'll bet that for every 
death caused by dirty dishes there are 5,000 
caused by flies. Let them put screens on 
the garbage cans, over the refuse piles 
around stables, and keep files out of restau- 
rants, and you'll save more lives im one day 
than all the cracked dishes can destroy in 
All time to come. It's a cage of somebody 
going off half-cocked. 

Tue cracks in dishes will harbor dirt, but 
hot water will cleanse them, and the whole 
matter is everdrawn. Glass will fracture 
with a more even surface and does not have 
the roughness and big pores of china. True, 
dirt will dry in those cracks and form 
bacilli if not cleanged, but it’s nonsenge to 
raise such a scare about it.

St. Paul, Minn, July 19.—The five balloons

It is that the lifting 
power of the gas used was not as great as 
was expected and thus prevented the best 
showing. 

The Chicago, piloted by C. A. Coey, made 
the longest flight. It landed at Blooming 
Prairie, Minn.,. seventy-three miles on air 
line from St. Paul, at noon today. 

The Pommern, piloted by Dr. K. R. Thomas, 
descended at Warsaw, Minn., 52 miles from 
the start, according to unofficial figures, 

The air line distances covered by the three 
contestants which landed last night were 
given out as follows: United States, fifty- 
five miles; America, fifty-eight miles; King 
Edward, twenty-four miles. 

Capt. P. S. Hudson, pilot of the American, 
returned to St. Paul today with his assist- 
ant, Horace B. Wild, of Chicago. 


Wild Tells of Flight. 

Mr. Wild: made the following statemett in 
regard to the flight: 

„We were handicapped because the gas 
was too heavy. To make a long flight we 
should have carried fifty sacks of sand bal- 
last, but we were unable to get away with 
more than fourteen. 

We shot up to a height of 4,600 feet and 
sailed at that level fora long time. Our high- 
est altitude was 5.200 feet. As the sun began 
to sink the gas began to contract and the 
balloon fell to the 2,000 foot level. Clouds 
also obscured the sun and caused a further 
contraction of the gas. We threw out sand 
a handful at a time. We finally descended 
until we were within 100 feet of the earth, 
and our trail rope was dragging over trees, 
fields, and fences. We threw out sand and 
rose again. Determined to stay in the air as 
long as possible, we threw overboard every- 
thing, even our water and food. 

We thought for a time that we would be 
able to sail through, but after he had spent 
all our ballast but two sacks, which were 
essential for a safe landing, we decided to 
come down. Capt. Hudson sprained his 
ankle in leaving the basket.“ 


COEY BLAMES “CIRCULAR WINDS.” 
Charles A. Coey, pilot of the balloon Chi- 
cago, was the victim of a “ circular wind,” 
according to reports sent to friends in Chi- 
cago. Mr. Coey says that before landing 
he believed he wae in thé vicinity of Lake 
Michigan. The news of his descent was 
conveyed in the following telegram, timed 
4:45 p. m., te William Pickens, Stratford 
hotel: 
‘Blooming Prairie, Minn.—Landed here 
this afternoon. Astounded to learn we were 
so near St. Paul. Thought we were travel- 
ing southeast at a good clip and looking for 
Lake Michigan. Our landing proves we 
were the victimes of the vagaries of a shifting 
wind, traveling in a circle. Bighted Dr. 
Thomas, seemingly bound southwest. The 
cause of our early landing was the abom- 
ms ble gas furnished at St. Paul.

A few of his suggestions were: 

Only a few people out of the millions have the 
time or ability to understand theology.

They are nonplused by peculiar phraseology, weary, 
and heartsick. The evidences of Christianity must 
solve their problems without the appeal to books. 

The appeal of Christianity must not be to the 
cleansing of Namaah, but to the cleansing of mod- 
ern lepers. Not what Christianity was but what it 
is. Not what it once accomplished in Jerusalem 
but what it accomplishes in Chicago. 

It fe not for us to say that God will ever inspire 
other men to do the same work that Moses and 
David did, but we do have a right to expect that 
he will inspire men just as truly to do the work 
that they are called upon to do. 

Jesus was not a pale, passive young mea but 
was red blooded, virile. and would have been at 
home in this strenuous modern life of ours. 


Talks on Eloquence. 

The Rev. George Elliott preached again at 
2:30 before an immense audience that not 
only filled the tabernacle but the space sur- 
rounding it.

Charged with Theft of Half a Million, 
He Says He Was Doped. 


San Diego, Cal., July 19.—[Special.)}—Wil- 
liam F. Walker, the absconding cashier of 
the State Savings bank of New Britain, 
Conn., who disappeared from that city in 
February, 1907, was brought here this morn- 
ing from Ensenada, Lower California, where 
he had been held since Deo. 1 pending con- 
clusion of extradition proceedings with Mex- 
ico, in whose jurisdiction hé was captured. 

I rather expected that the decision would 
be against me, he said. “ I was never given 
a fair show, though the delays of the Mex- 
ican court seemed to be in my favor. My 
rights under the law and under the treaty 
have all been decided by one man. I am 
charged with taking more than half @ mil- 
lion of funds of the New Britain bank, but 
the fact is that I did not appropriate one dol- 
lar of the bank’s securities. I was robbed of 
the whole amount in New York and in a 
doped condition was sent to the far west. The 
parties robbing me made their escape in 
South America. 


Prisoner’s Money Gone. 

„ have no money. All of my property 
has been turned over to the bank. The 
authorities, in handling me as they did, were 
influenced by the big reward which they ex- 
pect to share. They tried to force me into 
gubmission by putting me on a bread and 
water diet and keeping me away from com- 
munication with all people, including my 
attorney. I refpeed to eat their food and ap- 
pealed to the American consul, who refused 
to interfere, and to the ambassador at the 
City of Mexico, By some one’s orders the 
restrictions were removed after three days.” 
At the time of Walker's disappearance the 
books of the New Britain bank were being ex- 
amined by the state banking department, 
His shortage was first estimeted at $640,000, 
but this figure was afterwards reduced to 
$541,882. This included the funds of the Bap- 
tist convention of Connecticut, amounting to 
$50,000. 

Once Made Confession. 
Walker, while a fugitive, sent a confession 
to the president of his, bank, in which he 
eaid that the loss was occasioned by a bond 
¢windle into which he had been inveigied 
by a former employé of a Wall street firm 
of brokers. The swindiers, he alleged, got 
$110,000 in cash at one time and $24,000 at 
another time. It was 4180 reported that he 
had been victimized by a gang of wire tap- 
pers in this city who took several thousands

SHAH’S TROOPS FLEE TABRIZ; 
REBELS REOCCUPY TOWN. 


Street Fighting and Killing of Royal- 
ists Resumed in Disturbed Persian 
Town. 


TEHERAN, July 19.—Tabrizs is now in the 
hands of the revolutionists, with the excep- 
tion of one quarter. The withdrawal of 
Rachin Khan's horsemen from the occupa- 
tion of the town is heraided as the failure 
of the shah’s endeavor to assert royalist 
supremacy. 

The royal infantry regiment, sent from 
Teheran to Tabriz to restore order, left their 
rifles and uniforma there today and departed 
en masse to their homes. Rachin Khan's chief 
executioner was done to death yesterday in 
the public streets. 

The leaders of the people on Saturday as 
sembled in condlave in the mosque and de- 
termined to attack the Mujtehid and royal- 
ist quarter and drive out the clerical in- 
fluence by force, but the Russian consul in 
tervened and promised to telegraph to the 
shah and obtain amnesty and orders to dis- 
perse the Mujtehid’s assembly. No answer 
being received, the feeling ran high. The 
consul wae accused of duplicity and procia- 
mations were posted calling upon the people 
to act on their own initiative. 

Later in the day ft was reported the shah 
had replied to the Russian consul, and it may

It would be a restriction of Mr. Berry’s 
many capabilities if he were allowed to 
play only one role in the little legislative 
drama which biennially is staged at 
Springfield. He is not only the artistic 
but opaque “light” of the senate. He 
is its acrobatic genius, its sacrificial 
lamb, its demosthenic wonder, its cice- 
ronian force. 

Must a gentleman turn six flipflops to 
bewilder and distract the public mind 
enxious to learn what the senate pro- 
poses to do? The call boy raps at Mr. 
Berry’s door. Must a sacrifice be offered 
on the altar of public sentiment? Drape 
Mr. Berry in white and lead him to the 
knife. Must a torrent of oratory de- 
end upon the upper house? Open the 
Berry floodgates. Must logic and rea- 
gon away the noble senators? Unmuzzle 
the honorable member from the military 
tract. 

These ate the qualities of a useful leg- 
later. and it is ome of the misfortunes 
of Illinois history that the stained glass, 
acrobatic, sacrificial, demosthenic, cice- 
ronian Mr. Berry should not have used 
his manifold talents for the public weal.

He is the visually apparent manifesta- 
tion of the organization. Cheerfully and 
patiently he takes the punishment which 
his part involves. Mr. Berry is a genu- 
inely likable man. If any one throws 
bootjacks at the combine, Mr. Berry 
always is the gentleman hit, and he 
mever seems to think that he is imposed 
upon. : 

If the combine is flayed, Mr. Berry 
loses more cuticle than all the other 
members. put together. He never com- 
plains. He never repines. He never 
protests against an unkind fate. His 
semi-clerica: countenance always is found 
arising above his entirely clerical cravat, 
adorned by the same forgiving smile of 
peace on earth, good will to all men.

For the Olympian games, if re- 
ports are true, are, not proving to be 
friendly international contests calculated 
to promote peace and good will. 

The traditional “true sporting spirit” 
of England seems to be lacking. Ar- 
rangements have been faulty. Rules have 
not been understood. Methods of count- 
ing points have not been determined by 
agreement. Fair play appears to have 
kept away from the stadium along with 
the expected crowds. The condition is 
an unfortunate one.

They 
represent the people om the battle ground 
of 1908. The political significance of the 
call cannot be passed unnoticed. The 
newer states of the great west are deter- 
mining factors. Amd the great west” 
no longer means Ohio, Indiana, Llinois, 
lowa, Michigan, Wisconsin, Minnesota. 

Outside of politics it is a pleasant 
thought. The United States now stretch- 
es from ocean to ocean. The problems 
and policies of the nation are of as vital 
importance to Oalifornia, Washington, 
and Colorado, to Idaho, Utah, and the 
Dakotas, as they are to the older com- 
monweaiths of the Atlantic seaboard. 
The thought is distinctly gratifying from 
the standpoint of national pride. The 
citizenship of 1908 sees the fruition of 
the bopes of the statesmen of a century 
ago. 

Arguing against Louisiana, one short 
sighted individual exclaimed: “The 
western states beyond the mountains do 
not and never can belong to the union. 
Let the western states go off by them- 
selves.” 
“The exuberant population of the east- 
ern states flows into the-western country 
in a steady stream. . If that is 
neglected or suffered to pass into the 
hands of a foreign power, the fairest hope 
of posterity will be destroyed.” 

So it is hail to the “great west”! 
The presidential battle will be fought all 
along the line. But the westward ex- 
pansion of a people was never better in- 
dicated than by the summons to repub- 
lican leaders of the fifteen powerful 
states west of the Missouri.

An extraordinary t then took 
place between the leaders of the three great 
political parties at Madrid which deserves to 
be recalled here not only by reason of its un- 
usual character but because it illustrates 
that strain of chivalry. which is one of the 
moet attractive traits in the national 


ter of Spain. | 


Canovas del Castillo, leader of the con- 
servatives, the most reactionary of states- 
men, was in office as prime minister. Real- 
izing the critical situation by which the 
monarchy was confronted, he called into 
council his life long adversary, 
chief of the libérals, and also Castelar, and 
submitted to them that it would be ungen- 
erous to take any political advantage of the 
helplessness of the young widowed queen, of 
little Queen Mercedes, and of the child yet 
unborn. 


Castillo declared that as an evidence of his 


sentiments and of those of the conservatives 
in the matter he had, after consultation with 
his colleagues, decided to surrender office to 
his colleagues, recommended Sagasta as their 
chief, to effect then and there some sort of 
truce with Castelar and the republicans, so 
as to tide over the first years of Christina’s 
regency. 
—— 

Sa gasta, after consultation with his friends 

and principal followers, agreed to undertake 


the task of forming a government, and at, 


the same time drew up a program of liberal 
reforms of such an extensive character and 
of so far reaching a nature, to which he 
pledged himself and his party, that Castelar 
was forced to admit that the republicans, 
even under the most favorable circum- 
stances, could not do better without plung- 
ing the country into bloodshed and civil wer. 

The fact that the conservatives had an 
overwhelming majority in the cortes did 
not matter one way or another or interfere 
with the execution of this arrangement. 
whereas in most parliamentary countries 
the access to power of a new cabinet is the 
result of victory at a general election, in 
Spain the general election is the logical re- 
sult of the formation of a new cabinet, fol- 
lows the construction of the latter, and by 
virtue of management on the part of the 


authorities always ends in a victory for the 


administration at the polls. 
The truce thus arranged between Castelar 


and Sagasta was loyally kept by the former, 


and Queen Christina during the early years 


of her regency was free from anxiety on the 
score of the republicans, who are particularly 
strong in towns and cities and in the great 


industrial districts of the north of Spain. 


The truce may be said to have endured to the 
majority of the present king, since the repub- 
licans took no advantage of the opportunity 
afforded them by the war with America in 
1808 


„ 


It is no exaggeration to assert that Alfonso 
XIII. is largely indebted.for the possession 
of his throne today to the forbearance of 
Castelar during his childhood, and the mon- 
arch’s acknowledgment of the debt by order- 
ing the inhumation of the great republican 
leader's body in the national Pantheon and 
his own presence at the ceremony are cal- 
culated to still further concillate the repub- 
licans and to cause them to reflect that, after 
all, the king is imbued with sentiments both 
progressive and liberal and honestly bent on 
doing the best poesible for his people and for 
his country. 

Castelar was not only the most wonderful 
orator in a country where all men, from the 
grandees down to the peasants, are eloquent 
but also was famous as a conversationalist. 
He rivaled the late Mr. Gladstone, however, 
in hig marked monopolization, of the conver- 
gation, no matter whether in Spanish or in 
French, which he spoke with fluency. I re- 
member dining with him on one occasion in 
Paris about twenty years ago. The party 
consisted of about a score of persons at table, 
and from the moment we sat down until the 
end of dinner Castelar talked the entire time 
in a loud voice which filled the room and at 
moments caused the decanters to tremble. 

And, to make matters worse, he accom- 
panied almost every word with violent ges- 
ticulations; so much so that when the finger 
bowls were brought in he inadvertently 
sprayed many of us with the water that was 
scattered in every direction by his fingers. 
Not one of us had been able to say a thing 
during the whole of the dinner or to get a 
word in edgewise. This greatly disgusted 
Senator Delpech, also a southerner, who, Uke 
all his countrymen, was fond of hearing the 
sound of his own voice. 

At length there was a pause in the flow of 
Castelar’s eloquence. He was in the act of 
rinsing his mouth. Quick as lightning Sena- 
tor Delpech seized the only oppertunity of 
making his little remark. Castelar, with his 
nose still in his finger bowl, stared at him 
with undisguised astonishment, as if sur- 
prised to hear any other voice than his own, 
and just before we arose from table he turned 
to me and asked: That M. Deipech; is he 
a lawyer?” 

No,“ I replied. Why do you ask?’ 

Because, exclaimed Castelar, in tones of 
virtuous indignation, “ because he is such a 
terrible chatterbox.“

Spain’s Pantheon oceuples the site of the 
Hermitage built in ancient times by* St. 
Francis the Great, and of several other 
churches raised to his honor and glory on the 
samé foundations. The present church was 
completed toward the close of the eighteenth 
century, and is an imposing building, con- 
sisting of a rotunda about 120 feet in di- 
ameter and with walls that arise to a height 
of 140 feet before they reach the base of the 


cupola. 


The rotunda is surrounded by seven chap- 
els, adorned with magnificent paintings, and 
by statute of the cortes enacted in the reign 
of Isabella II. the church has been designated 
as a species of national Valhalla for the 
illustrious dead of Spain.. The one drawback 
ie that it is situated in one of the dingiest 
and shabbiest quarters of the city, which

The attractive mountain valley was a pleas- 
ant introduction to the pretty little town. I 
shall remember Tolentino for its saint and 
its cathedral and its truly lovely shrines, 

There was one building in Tolentino that I 
went by several times, and alwaye I noticed 
even from a distance a burst of song from 
those ‘high windows. At first I thought it 
was a school, but there seemed also to be the 
noise of machi , 80 I walked boldly in 
to investigate. I d it a place where they 
reel silk off cocoons, and the courteous su- 
perintendent offered to show me through. 
When we passed from the office into the next 
room I discovered the cause of the music. 
There were about sixty women at work in 
the room, and they were all singing in unison 
and beautifully. 

The director raised his hand to stop the 
music for a moment so I could hear him talk, 
and then the process of silk production was 
explained. The big yellow cocoons lie in 


baskets beside each workwoman on one side 


of a long table. Before her, sunk in the 
table top, is a bagin, into which a tiny stream 
of bolling water is constantly flowing. She 
takes a handful of cocoons from the basket 
and drops them into the hot water. Her 
other hand brings down a large brusb—a disk 
which just fits into the basin and is covered 
on ite under side with broom. This is sus- 
pended above the basin and has a rotary 
motion given it. 
* 

When it is brought down into the water it 
holds fast the cecoons, and whiris them 
back and forth for a moment. The woman 
then lifts the brush, picks up the cocoons, 
which have become the shrouds of their orice 
dead spinners, and tosses them acrdss the 
table to a woman who sits facing her. The 
second weman also has a basin of water 
into which she drops the cocoons, after hav- 
ing first picked up the raveling thread, the 
end of the cocoon, and attached it to a reel. 
This spins merrily, the cocoon turns and bobs 
in the water till it is spun away, and the 
unfortunate occupant lies exposed. He is 
thrown aside and thé yellow silk is taken into 
the next room, where it is tied up in skeins 
ready to be sent to the factories of silk thread 
and cloth. , 

These women work twelve hours a day, and 
nimbly, too, from what I saw. I asked how 
much they made a day. I was answered that 
the most expert workwomen get as much as 
20 cents a day, but many do net earn more 
than 12 cents, a cent an hour. Yet they sing, 
as Pippa, silk worker of a similar factory, 
sang to herself so sweetly: “ God's in his 
heaven, all’s right with the world.” 

At Tolentino a treaty was signed between 
Pius VII. and Napoleon I., and in the neigh- 
borhood battles have been fought, but I 
turned my back on histery resolutely, pre- 
ferring a living memory, and in good humor 
with myself and all my world I started on 
toward Macerata and the sea: On the way I 
gained more than I expected in two pretty 
sights which I saw from the train. One was 
a house built in American style with a gabie 
roof, the only one in Italy, I suppose. The 
other was a group of women raking hay. In 
all Italy women work in the fleids, but gen- 
erally they simply wear old clothes no dit- 
ferent from those of our poor people. But 
here, in this out of the way province, they 
are dressed as though they had stepped out 
of a picture. Short red petticoat, white dress 
looped up on each side, blue corset outside 
the white waist, and broad straw hats 
adorned with sae way age and leaves. 

+ 

Money must be plenty in Macerata, for the 
custodian of the tower refused to wait fifteen 
minutes even for a franc, because it was his 
dinner hour, and the attendant at the library 
refused a fee for his services as guide. Such 
incidents are rare in Italy. It is, moreover, 
the only town I found in my travels where 
there was much building going on. It has 
a beautiful situation of a commanding height 
in a rich country; boasts 20.000 inhabitants, 
a university with 150 students, a fine H- 
brary, cathedral, churches, wide streets, 
factories, and shops. 

Six miles inland lies the city of Recanati, 
conspicuous on the heights. This is an old 
tewn that the world passed by and would 
have forgotten had it not been the -birth- 
place of a great Italian author, Leopardi. 
He was the son of a rich count and lived in 
a fine palace, but he ruined his health by 
overstudy before he was 20, and died before 
he was 40. His writings are gloomy and mis- 
anthropical, but their style makes them val 
ued. His nephew, the present count, shows 
to visitors the lfBrary ‘where Leopardi read 
and wrote. This consists of a dozen connect- 
ing rooms, all on the same side of the house, 
and all with the same lovely view over the 
smiling valley to the castle crowned hill 
beyond, and the cloud wrapped Appenines 
in its bacMground. It is an ideal place to 
read and dream. 

Loreto on the coast is a famous shrine. 
It has a grand temple, built to protect the 
house In which Mary, the Mother of Jesus, 
Uved in Nazareth, and where Jesus’ boyhood 
was passed. The house remained in Naza- 
reth until the close of the thirteenth century, 
when the last crusade had left Palestine 
again in Moslem hands. Then the angeis 
lifted the house high in air, and carried it

For “The Prince,” a famous 
crook, assumes a royal name and ancestry 
in the book of notables, and when he appears 
at some fashionable watering place picks 
out the handsomest and richest girl as the 
recipient of his heart's undying affection, of 
course, her parents are flattered out of dis- 
cretion, and he has things all his own way to 
prepare for the entrance of his accomplices 
who are in some way connected with the dis- 
appearance of valuable jewels, a large sum of 
money or some cherished and valuable plans 
of eonstruction. While the stories show 8 
rather superficial analysis of some of the 
ruling passions in the breasts of men, they 
have not been given the definiteness that 
carries conviction, and the humor, what there 
is of it, has a most crude aspect. 12 
Areat admirer ot Robert Louls Stevenson, 
having made a pilgrimage to all the places 
of which his hero has written, has not been 
contented with comparing in his own mind 
the description and the reality. He must 
needs write a book telling with wearisome 
detail exactly what he did, what he saw that 
Stevenson saw, and what was the state of 
the weather on each day of the journey. 

There are stray bits of information in Mr. 
Hammerton's bock, as well. as a large 
excellent collection of views, ee 
by descriptive quotations from Stevenson, 
which the author might have used to advan- 
tage if he were getting up a new edition of 
the Essays of Travel. But it seems a pity 
that in the ardor of his devotion to the great 
essayist the author of “IN THE TRACKS 
OF R. L. STEVENSON ” should direct 
tention to the beauty and charm of Steven- 
son's matter and manner by bringing it into 
contrast with his own fluent but dull style, 
(Dutton.) 


“VIGOROUS DAUNT, BILLIONAIRE ” 
(R. F. Fenno & Co.) is the title of a series ot 
wildly extravagant tales of adventure by 
Ambrose Pratt... The author shows a firm 
determination to go all other writers of this 
kind of fiction one better in the reckless use 
of the imagination. For example, Vigorous 
Daunt must have billions to do what he might 
have done with millions. All the illustra- 
tions—which are bad drawings, by the way— 
must show Mr. Daunt pointing a revolver at 
some enemy's head, slashing with a knife 
at a tiger, or being bound to a pillar facing 
his secretary, who is similarly tied. And as 
for lavishness of display, steps of enameled 
porphyry, alabaster columns, chains of ivory 
and gold, and jewel studded weapons are as 
plertiful as summer files. Being a billion- 
aire is the least of Mr. Daunt’s resources. 
He has the greatest intellect of his age and 
an ability for making up to impersonate in- 
dividuals of every description that would put 
to shame the sorcerers and the pagan gods. 
As for the adventures, they are thrilling, of 
course. How eould they be otherwise with 
such rich material? It is only along 
about the sixth adventure—we know what 
Mr. Daunt will do in each case, and the 
makeup, the shooting, the knocking on the 
head the stunning blow—that the certainty 
begins to pall somewhat.

BAR ASSOCIATION TO MEET 
THIS WEEK IN RIDDLE CASE. 


Managers Will Decide Soon on Answer 


to Harry 8 .Mecartney’s Appeal That 
His Record Be Cleared. — 


Attorney Harry 8. Mecartney’s request for 
@ rehearing of his charges against Judge 
Honoré in the Riddle salaty case will be 
considered by the board of managers of the 


Chicago Bar association this week. Presi- 
dent Thomas M. Hoyne said yesterday he 
would call a meeting of the board within a 
few days and that the matter would be taken 
up at that time. 

“I received a copy of Mr. Mecartney's 
communication a few days ago, said Mr. 
Hoyne, “and I suppose copies have been 
sent to the other members. The board will 
give careful consideration to Mr. Mecart- 
hey’s statements and then decide whether 
an inquiry along the lines he suggests is 
justified. I have formed no personal opin- 
ion on the matter, and shall not until I obtain 
more information.”’ 

Mr. Mecartney wants the association to re- 
open the inquiry into his criticism of Judge 
Honoré for favorably deciding the sult of 
Francis A. Riddle to recover $20,000 in specta! 
counsel’s fees from the K park board. 
Judge Honoré appealed to asséclation, 
which reproved Mecartney for menacing the 
dignity of the court. 

Riddle is still a long way from possession 
of the $20,000. The park board appealed the 


case to the Appellate court, where it is pend- 


ing. Mecartney insists that, the case having 
passed out of Judge Honoré’s jurisdiction, 
there could be no impropriety in an investiga- 
tion of the charges he made against the 
court.
